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REMARKS 


Claims 7-23 were examined in the Office Action mailed December 20, 
2005. In order to permit allowed claims 14-23 to pass to issue, claims 7-13 and 
22 have been cancelled, without prejudice to the subject matter therein. The 
Applicant notes that the December 20, 2005 Office Action did not address claims 
22-23. The Applicants have canceled the claims directed to a wheelchair tire 
(including claim 22), and presumed that 23, directed to a wheelchair, is also 
considered allowable with claims 14-21. Accordingly, issuance of a Notice of 
Allowance for claims 14-21 and 23 is respectfully requested.
